THEIR CENTERPIECE ALMOST, THE SANCTION ON FEED GRAINS 
OBVTOUSLY AFFECTING THE SOVIET UNION'S ABILITY TO PUT MEAT 
ON THE TABLE AT SOME POINT IN THE FUTURE. 

WHY IS IT THAT WITH THE IRANIANS, WE EXCLUOE FOOD; AND WITH* 
THE SOVIETS WE ALMOST TARGET ON FOOO? WHAT IS THE DIFFER- 
ENCE BETWEEN THE TWO CASES THAT HAS PERMITTED THIS DOUBLE-- 

A. THE UTILITARIAN EFFECT OF EACH STEP. THE EFFECT THAT YOU 
ARE SEEKING TO ACHIEVE, THE NECESSITY OF WHAT THE SITUATION
